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Taking First for the First Time 




The team which had been to the Sweet 
Sixteen more times than any other in the 
'90s finally took it all the way to win U- 
High's first Boys Basketball State Champi¬ 
onship. 

The Pioneers ended the regular season 
with an overall record of 
24-3 and 9-0 in the 
Cornbelt Conference, 
losing only to Class AA 
schools. Their easy win 
in the Cornbelt Confer¬ 
ence sent them into the 
playoffs where they de¬ 
stroyed their opponents, 
averaging 22 point wins 
until the State Champi¬ 
onship game. 

The playoffs began with Regionals 
where the Pioneers easily beat Eureka and 
El Paso and continued with Sectionals 
where they beat Clinton and Roanoke- 
Benson. A Sweet Sixteen win against 
Mahomet-Seymour sent them to 
Champaign for the State Tournament. 

The Pioneers' first Assembly Hall match¬ 
up came on Friday, March 10th against the 
Harrisburg Bulldogs in front of a crowd of 
11,793. After a 59-39 win the Pioneers 
advanced to the Final Four round where 
they beat West Pike 91-67. 

Finally, on Saturday night, came the 
State Championship game against the num¬ 
ber one seed, Aurora Christian. U-High 
took an early 2-0 lead, then watched as 
Aurora Christian hit five three-pointers to 
take a 19-4 advantage at the end of the first 
quarter. The Pioneers came back in the 
second quarter and were down by only 
five at the half, but Aurora Christian came 
on strong in the third quarter and lead by 
as many as thirteen early in the fourth 
quarter. Then the Pioneers made another 
dynamic run. "We started to gain momen¬ 
tum and we started playing better. They 
started missing their shots" explained Kurt 
Olson. Two pressure free throws by se¬ 
nior Nathan Hubbard tied the game at 52 
with about 2 minutes remaining in the 
game. After a rare three-point miss by 
Aurora Christian, U-High got the ball back. 
With ten seconds remaining, sophomore 
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"It was the greatest 
feeling I've ever had in 
my life. You can't even 
describe it."

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ACADEMICS 


Mrs. Mary Witherow started a project, "Stations/' in 
her Foreign Language classes last year. At the begin¬ 
ning of a unit, she showed students the grammar and 
vocabulary. They got into six stations focusing on 
different sections of the language and rotated. One 
group watched a video concentrating on culture. Other 
students listened to tapes and filled out worksheets, 
worked on speaking, or played vocabulary games, 
such as hangman and tic-tac-toe, on computers. The 
last two stations were games including Pictionary and 
Scrabble and a group project. In a regular day, students 
took a short quiz, got into a station, and re-grouped 
with ten minutes left to answer any questions. Because 
Mrs. Witherow did not lecture on the material, stu¬ 
dents had to learn the material by actively participat¬ 
ing in the stations. "Students are different," she said. 
"'Stations' meets the needs of a lot of people. Some are 
better listeners or hands-on than others, who learn 
better through visuals and oratory." Neill Beurskens 
voiced the opinion of many students. "I think it's 
pretty fun."

PEPI, Physical Education Peer Instruc¬ 
tion, was started two years ago. It al¬ 
lowed physically handicapped students 
to interact with other students. Three 
days a week, games, such as volleyball 
and soccer were played. The other two 
days were devoted to fitness. Some lifted 
weights while others worked on stretch¬ 
ing and flexibility. Some popular activi¬ 
ties were swimming and making a 
"scooter train." The activities were tai¬ 
lored to the students. Instead of volley- 
balls, balloons were used and balls with 
bells were used for the visually impaired. 
Mrs. Vicki Jacobs felt that it was a very 
rewarding class for her students. "The 
best way to learn is to teach, so it is great 
for students who are interested in help¬ 
ing the physically handicapped."

Dr. Carol Benson introduced Hewlett- 
Packard calculators to U-High. After 
receiving a grant in 1993, she enabled 
A.P. Calculus students to learn through 
more advanced technology. "The goal is 
calculus, the tool is technology," said Dr. 
Benson, who felt the calculators really 
contributed to learning. "It allows stu¬ 
dents to use 'real world' situations and 
they can take it home with them." A 
calculator and information book were 
checked out to each student and were 
their responsibilty for the entire year. 
Some popular features were the equa¬ 
tion library, information transfer, and 
the game, minehunt. Many students felt 
that the calculators were a great help, 
even though they were a little confusing 
in the beginning of the year. 



Freshman experienced FIRST, which was in its sec¬ 
ond year. FIRST (Freshman Initiative for Restructur¬ 
ing Schools Together) was developed by U-High fac¬ 
ulty, ISU faculty, and outside consultants. The ten 
teachers worked with 150 students in English, Math, 
science, social science, and wellness. The freshman 
attended FIRST classes from 8 am to 12 pm daily. At 
least one elective course had to be taken. Thematic 
units were used to unify the curriculum and encourage 
the development of projects that incorporated "real 
world" settings. The McLean County Project studied 
local history and the Decision Making unit allowed 
students to research contemporary social issues. The 
Problem Solving unit enabled students to apply ad¬ 
vanced writing and critical thinking skills in prepara¬ 
tion for debate. Many activities, such as the Virus 
Exchange and Personal Assessments, allowed students 
to work on the same project in two or three classes.
